"There ia none whatever; you 
can go right up to the corral, and I defy 
you to tell by the odor that there is ft 
skunk in the neighborhood. 
They never 


eject their acrid and offensive fluid ex- 
cept as a means of self defense, and if 
they are not molested there is no dan- 
ger. Besides, it is a very easy matter to 
remove from the kittens the glands con- 
taming the offenisive secretions, and thus 
disarm them for life. The skunk is atr 
animal easily raised, and is quite valua- 
ble for its oil and fur. The skin is worth 
from 73 cents to $1.50, and the yield of. 
oil is about of the same value. They 
have from sis to ten young at a time and 
breed several times in a season, the same 
as rabbits. My attention was called to 
this industry by a man in Tennessee, 
who has grown rich out of skunk rais- 
ing."—Wabash (Ind.) Special.

Bread Unknown. 


Bread is not the staff of life to many 


people of civilized nations, because .they 
do not eat it. Baked loaves of bread aro 
unknown in many parts of South Austria 
and of Italy, and throughout the agri 
cultural districts of Eoumania. 
Not 


many miles from Vienna bread is never 
seen, its place being taken by sterz, a 
kind of porridge made from ground 
beech nuts, which is taken at breakfast 
with fresh or curdled milk; at dinner 
with broth or fried lard, and with milk 
again for supper. In the north of Italy 
the peasantry live chiefly on polenta, a 
porridge made of boiled maize. It is in 
every sense the Italian peasant's daily 
bread. The Roumanians eat a mama 
liga, made of maize and like the polenta 
except that the grains are not allowed to 
settle as in the Italian dish. Sterz is 
also known as heiden and takes the place 
of bread in Corinthia and many parts of 
the Tyrol.—Good Housekeeping.

Glycerine and Sacking Dove Stop* uid 
Their Uses—Vocal Peculiarities of Pro- 
fessional Actors anil Speakers. 


The human voice is one of those tan- 
alizing things which can never be ade- 
uately described, and yet which are 
onstantly tempting people to describe 
lem. The poets perspire in vain, and 
he novelists pant a long way after them, 
ut nothing comes adequate to tho sub- 
ect. Even the musical critics, whose 
sc of language is marked by an audacity 
liich the rest of the world trembles at, 
o not succeed. Nevertheless, there are 
few remarks whicli may be modestly 


made on the outskirts of the subject.

hat he had just descended from the com- 
pany of an innocent band of seraphim, 
'his stop is also made some little use of 
n business, though the majority of men 
iave not sufficient face to play it suc- 
essfully. Bold cabby very often has a 
ry at it. when he assures the stranger 
n London, with tears in bis eyes, that 
he proper faro is five and sixpence; and 
lie skilled restaurant waiter turns it on 
vlien lie assures the doubtful guest that 
lie wine supplied is actually what is 
lamed on the list. There aro also other 
arieties of masculine stop; such as the 
mad bull stop, which comes into play 
yh.cn the button's off again or the moat's 
uulerdone. 


Ladies' voices possess most of the mas- 
ulino stops and a fi.'w others besides, 
'hev, however, make a little different 
use of some of them. A lady, for in- 
tancc, talks politics through the glycer- 
ne medium, and keeps the sledge ham- 
mer for her domestic affairs, and for 
raining mankind in tho way they should 
go. She" never uses her sucking dove 
top in matters of business, but keeps it 
•xclusivcly for affairs of a tender nature. 
At the approach of <my eligible man out 
ornes this sto;> at once, and all she has 
o say to him has the seductive iutona- 
ion of innocent candor. An exclusively 
eminine stop is tho woodpecker, spe- 
ially designed in those crises in the 
emale economy known familiarly as 
'being out of sorts." This stop gives a

!nd if he is not careful he sits there and 
targets his train. Tho Minnehaha is the 
queen of all stops, but, unfortunately, 
las a terrible habit of changing into the 
woodpecker late in life. 


PROFESSIONAL VOICES. 


The above remarks aro inspired by or- 


dinary private voices. A more extended 
view of tho subject may bo obtained 
'rom professional voices. Tho former 
play on one organ of many stops, but the 
alter have the run of a great variety of 
different instruments, natural and artifi- 
cial. The stage, to which one looks for 
:ho ideal of what the spoken voice 
should be, supplies us with some charm- 
ing examples. One especially beautiful 
itago voice is that usually described as 
'bird like." Tho bird voice is especially 
affected by the young nnd innocent dra- 
matic maiden, whose pride is to remind 
you of all tho sweet songsters of the 
jrovc in turn. While she is heart free, 
sho bops in a cheerful manner round tho 
scene, and emits little chirps, something 
like n healthy sparrow devoid of care. 


When tho inevitable young man makes 


liis appearance, she puts on tlie swallow 
and begins to twitter continuously; and 
when he arrives at liis declaration she 
sinks into his arms witli the true night- 
ngalo gurgle and ends a pathetic scene 
with a cadence of "jug-jug-jug." Then 
when things get a littlo mixed and ho is 
:Iiought to be faithless and to have taken 
money from the till, she comes out 
strong as a "pec-wit," and shrieks faintly 
over her blasted hopes, much as that 
plaintive bird docn over a wormless 
moor. By and by there, is a prospect of 
things coming right, and she drops tho 
pee-wit for the canary. 


When she gets a letter from him you 


hoar sounds ns though a canary were 
fondling a fresh root of groundsel, and 
when all is explained and lie arrives 
with the marriage license by the 5 p. m. 
train, there is no more nightingale, and 
the curtain comes down on afinal "jug." 
The well trained jeune premiere runs 
the gamut of the whole ornithological 
tribe, and the experienced playgoer can 
tell what tlie "situation" is from the 
bird she is representing, even though he 
is too poor to pay for a place where he 
can see anything.

The total 
amount paid in premiums was £1,920, as 
against £2,284 for 700 wolves In 1886, 
and £2,620 for 900 in 1885. The deparl • 
ment in which most wolves were de- 
stroyed was the Dordogne (109), the 
Vienne (60) and tho Haute Vienne (47).—
